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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments concerning the rejection 
under 35 USC 102 focus on the allegation that the Wang reference does not properly teach acid functional pigments. Applicants' attention 
is directed to column 3, lines 55-65 of Wang et al. Applicants' have further argued that the frequency range of jettability of the inks and the 
frequency capability of the ink jet heads are not inherent to the compositions and apparatus of the prior art . These arguments potentially 
raise issues of enablement under 35 USC 112 first paragraph. If, for example, the compositions of the Wang et al reference are not 
inherently jettable over applicants' claimed frequency range even though they meet the chemical composition requirements, then applicants 
need point to where in their specification it is taught how this jettability is achieved over and above sleeting the compositional makeup as 
claimed. 
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
